PRESIDENT. SAYS ‘OPPONENTS OF LEAGUE MISLEAD PEOPLE 


Raita City, Mo., Sept. 6.—The 
text of President Wilson’s address 
made at C hall here today 


follows: 

“I came back from: Paris, bringing 
one of the greatest documents of hu- 
man history. One of the things that 
made it great was that it was pene- 
trated throughout with the principles 
to which America has devoted her life. 

“Let me hasten to say that one of 
the most delightful circumstances of 
the work on the other side of the wa- 
ter was that I discovered that what we 
called American principles had pene- 
trated to the heart and to the under- 
standing, not only of the great peopies 
of Europe, but to the hearts and under- 
standings of the great men who were 
representing the peoples of:Europe._ . 

“I think that I can say that one of 
the things that America has had most 
at heart throughout her existence has 
been that there should be substituted 
for the brutal -processes of war the 
friendly processes of consultation and 
arbitration, and that is done in the 
covenant of the league of nations. I 
am very anxious that my fellow cit- 
izens should realize that that is the 
chief topic of the covenant of the 
league of nations, the greater part of 
its provisions.

“That in dealing with a particular 
civil government we found that they 
would not dare to promise what their 
general staff was not willing that they 
should promise; and that they were 
dominated by the military .-machine 
which they. had created, nominally. for 
their own defense, but really whether 
they willed it or not—for the mrerer: 
tion of war. 4 


“ And so as long as you have a mili- 
tary class it does not make any dif- 
ference what your form of government 
is. If you are determined to be armed 
to the teeth, you must obey the orders 
-and directions of the only men who can 
control the great machinery of war. 

“It is not merely the cost of it [arma- 
ment], although that is overwhelming, 
-but it is the spirit of it, and America 
has never had, and I hope in the provi- 
dence of God never will have that 
spirit. [Great applause.] 

“And there is no other way to dis- 
pense with great armaments except by 
the common agreement of the fighting 
nations of the world. And here is the 
agreement. They promise disarma- 
ment, and promise to agree upon a 
plan. But there was something else we 
wanted that is accomplished by this 
treaty. 

Fought to End Autecracy. 

“We wanted to destroy autocratic 
authority everywhere in the world. We 
wanted to see to it that there was no 
place in the world where a smal] group 
of men could use their fellow citizens as 
pawns in a game; that there was no 
place in the world where a small group 
of men, without consulting their fellow 
citizens, could send their fellow citizens 
to the battlefield, and to deal in accom- 
plishing something dynastic, some po- 
litical plan that had been conceived in 
private, some object that had been pre- 
pared for by universal, world-wide in- 
trigue. 

“That is what we wanted to accom- 
plish. The most startling thing that de- 
veloped itself at the opening of our 
participation in this war was not the 
military preparation of Germany—we 
were familiar with that, though we had 
been dreaming that she would not use

SHAFT TO HONOR} 


ARRIVAL 


of U. S. at Laying of 
Corner Stone. 


POINTE DE GRAVE. France, Sept: 
6.—[By the Associated Press. ]—France 
paid lasting tribute today to America’s 


laying the corner stone of a monument 


here commemorating the landing on 
the spot of the first contingent of 
American troops in 1917. | 

Speeches by President Poincare and 
Hugh C. Wallace, American ambassa- 


dor, were the chief features of the ex- 
ercises, appropriately held on the birth- 
day of Lafayette, who sailed for Amer- 
ica from this same spot in 1777. 


Foch Sees Dedication. 


The scene was a brilliant one, nu- 
merous detachments of French and 
American soldiers, sailors and marines 
assembled among the sand dunes of 
the Pointe, giving color to the picture. 

The guard of honor was composed of 
American marines, many of them vet- 
erans of the fighting on the Marne in | 
1918. 

In addition to Premier Clemenceau, 
Marshal Foch and other distinguished 
Frenchmen, numbers .of prominent 
Americans assisted in the ceremony, 
among them Frank L. Polk, undersec- 
retary of state; Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
and Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor, now 
commander of the American forces in 
France. 

The French representation included 
also the Marquis de Chambrun, a de- 
scendant of Lafayette, and a member 
of the Joffre mission to the United 
States in 1917, Andre Tardieu and Dep- 
uty Maurice Damour, chairman of the 
committee in charge of the exercises. 


Poincare Pleads for Unity. 


President Poincare in his speech 
called to America to continue that 
close relationship which caused the 
United States to come to the aid of 
France. 

“In the plains of Picardy, Lortaine, 
and Champagne, by the side of 1,400,- 
000 which the war has mown down,” 
said he, “ sleep your Americans, whose 
mothers do not know their tombs. 
They all sacrificed to the same ideai 
the French died for.” 

Amercian Ambassador Wallace said 
the monument would be to “ victory 
and liberty.”

The world’s richest valley—the M@- 
sissippi—is shown above with its pro- 
posed and, prospective water routes to 
and from its capital—Chicago. The 
application for a permit for the Illinois 
deep waterway from Lockport south 
to.and through the Illinois river is 
pending in. Washington. When this 
canal is constructed boats can sail 
down the Chicago drainage canal to 
Lockport, then down a new channel 
through Joliet to La Salle on the Iili- 
nois river, down this river to the Mis- 
 sissippi, then to the Gulf of Mezico. 
Or the boats for the north may turn 
west at La Balle into the Hennepin 
canal to the Mississippi river &t Rock 
Island, 

To go to the Atlantic direct, it is 
proposed that boats shall traverse the 


Welland or substitute canal to the St. 
Lawrence river, and out to sea. But 
the government has surveyed another 
route to the east. The Erie canal now 
connects Lake Erie with the Hudson 
river. It has been ‘suggested that this 
be enlarged and that a new canal be 
constructed from the western end of 
Lake Erie to ne Illinois deep water- 
way. 

One route surveyed for this brings 
this proposed new channel through the 
northern end of Indiana and empties 
into Lake Calumet in Chicago. The 
other route is farther south, skirting 
the vicinity of Kankakee before it

TO DO ITS OWN |. 
DAYLIGHT 


May Ask Council to Onder 
Clocks Advanced an 
Hour in Summer. 


The city council is likely to be asked 
to pass an ordinance which will direct 
that all clocks in Chicago shall be ad- 
vanced one hour ahead of standard 
time during the summer months, if 
this plan is favored by the delegates 
who are to assemble at the conference 
that has been called by the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association, 

This plan, according to John M. 

Glenn, secretary of the Dlinois Man- 
ufacturers’ association, appears to be 
one of the most practical that has been 
proposed. 
“ We cannot tell what plan the confer- 
ence will favor,” said Mr. Glenn, “ but 
one idea is that if Chicago wanfs the 
extra hour of daylight in the evening 
we can have it if the council will take 
action. 


Would Readjust Rail Hours, 


“Tt will be necessary for us to ask 
the railroads to advance their rush

A RAGLAN COAT MADE INTO A 


DRESS. 


It was a tan wool poplin coat. Of 
course, it was a bit faded and spotted, 
also out of date, but the material was 
of an excellent quality of medium 
weight. When the owner of the coat 
found that she needed a warm but 
light toned dress for her winter's work 
as reader and companion to an invalid 
aunt she found that she could not af. 


_ ford a new dress. But something had 


to be done. Aunt Edith disliked navy 
blue and all depressing colors. 
“Rip up, and wash, and press your 


coat. Do the work carefully, pick out 


all threads; and be sure to press it on 
the right side. We are going to use 
the inside for the right side this time. 
I'll drop in and help you out,” the 
friendly neighbor said. 

Next day the work of making the 
dress was undertaken. The friendly 
neighbor came armed with a fierce re- 


solve to make a presentable dress for 
Amn 


A simple, one piece dress pattern 
was selected. When the pattern was 
laid on thé goods it was found that 
several inches lack in the length. In 
fact, the coat had been a seven-eighth 
length. It had also shrunk in the 
washing. 

Now the fronts and the back (see 
diagram) were pieced out. The collar 
pieced out, the back and the cuffs did 
likewise for the front. But when the 
pinned together pattern (pinned in the 
sides only) was laid on the goods there

was a horrid gap to be filled in. | 
But before this gap was at- | 
ténded to the fronts and the 
back were joined. Now a bias | 
facing was applied to the, 
curved edge of the gap (see) 
diagram). This facing was | 
basted down but not stitched | 
the second time. Now the gap | 
could be attended to. The rag- 
lan sleeve filled in beautifully. 
It was laid flat on the tabie 
and the dress placed on it, one 
siue at a time; the faced down | 
edges were basted down on the. 
raglan sleeve, care being taken | 


lutely flat. When both sides 
were done the faced down edges 
were sitched half an inch from 
the edge. j 

Now the pattern wag care- 

fully pinned on the dress and | 
_ the armholes and shoulder lines 
were cut, 

Of course, there were no sleeves s0 
far, nor was there any collar. There. 
happened to be a width of white crepe 
meteor taken out of a too wide skirt. 
This was dyed at home (half an hour’s 
time and a bit of care, and a half pack- 
age of dye changed the crepe meteor to 
the right shade of tan). It was found 
that the soft luster of the silk formed 
a pleasing contrast to the woolen ma- 
terial. A pair of full length plain 
sleeves and a deep collar were cut 
from the silk. The left over pieces of | 
silk were joined to form the facing | 
of the belt. | 

The belt itself was cut from the two 
inside facings of the coat. As the 
fronts were ,reversed the side which | 
had the buttonholes came on the un-' 
derside. As shown in the illustration | 
the dress closes up towards one side. | 


Wooden molds of a suitable size were 
carefully covered with the poplin and > 
were placed close together down the | 
front. A wide girdle and a long nar- 
row one with slanting ends wera made. | 

If one likes the idea of a rear clos- . 
ing this can be done simply by revers- | 
ing the dress, Thus the fronts are | 
trimmed off so as to close in the mid- | 
Gle-back. In this case the dress itself | 
can be of the jumper order and left | 
somewhat open in the neck and have | 
the armholes faced back. In this cage 
any kind of waist in harmony with 
the dress may be worn. This augges- 
tion would apply to goods heavier than 
poplin, as most people dislike heavy 
material for sleeves.

There is no need of 
straining the skins out, but this can 
be done, When an apple makes an in- 
sipid sauce, the skins should always be 
cooked with the rest, even if wilted so 
much that they will not cook tender, 
just for the flavor in them. If apple 
sauce is to be served with game, the 
flavor of the skin is needed in most 
capes. | 
Apple Snow. 

By beating one egg white till 
stiff, adding one cup of either of 
the apple sauces quickly made, as 
just described, and sugar to taste, 
about one-fourth cup, usually, we get 
a dessert that may be built up in pret- 
ty forma, to be tipped with whipped 
cream. The apple sauce with the moré 
positive flavor is best for this, ag esg 
white makes for flatness. 

For reasons which cannot here be 
described, because too lengthy, I 
named the dessert of the picture 
“snow on the mountain,” for that won- 
derfully foliaged plant you may see in 
some parks and fine gardens, On a 
layer of cottage cheese seasoned and 
mixed with cream I heaped apple snow 
and then put whipped cream on top, 
through 4 pastfy bag. 

Thick Apple Sauce. 

For the making of the stiffest 
kind of an apple snow, a sauce 
may be made without cutting the 
apples smaller than quarters, and 
without covering the broad and flat 
bottomed kettle in which it is cooked, 
In this case you not only cook the ap- 
ple quickly, but you cook away most 
of the water. @inee the pieces are 
large “it is easy to see when the water 
ig nearly cooked out. Of course, the 
thinner the layer and broader the hot: 
tom of the kettle the faster the water 
will evaporate... Beat the sauce as soon 
as taken from the fire. The liquid and 
pulp will not blend perfectly when 
the apple sauce is cold,

When baked long and 
slowly as in a brick oven it was deli- 
cious, With a hot stone in the fire. 
less cooker, we can get something the 
same effect, but no fireless cooker will 
hold those deep yellow baking dishes.

Instead 
of a crust we may bake apple sauce in 
a@ covered casserole, or in an earthen 
baking dish coveted with a plate, long 


and slowly until it is deep red. 


Apple Compote. 

Stir one cup of sugar with one 
half cup of water until the sugar 
ig perfectly dissolved, .and cook for 
five minutes oF to sirup stage, put 
in quarters of apple and just sim- 
mer until they are tender. There are 
various ways of flavoring apples so 
cooked. If cooked in a plum sirup 
they will be of beautiful color and that 
strong flaYor of the plum which is too 
pr@nounced will be agreeably modified. 
The number of ways apples can be of 
service in similar ways, with other 
fruits, are many. 

There are apples, including the 
Duchess, which we get at this time of 
year, that will go to pieces almost in 
spite of us, even if we-design a com- 
pote in which the apples should ra- 
tain their shape. But there is no need 
of despairing. If you have started with 
a sirup call the broken mixture a jam. 
Here is one way of making a nice cup 
ef apple jam which is good to mix, 
when served, with some of the too 
sweet things like the tomato jams, 
which, according to most recipes, give 
us something almost nauseatingly 
sweet: 

Wash, peel, quarte? and core two 
good sized apples. Have ready a sirup 
made of one-fourth cup of corn sirup, 


one-fourth cup sugar and one-fourth Pun 


cup of water cooked until thick. Put 
the apples into this and cook for fit: 
teen minutes. This will be rather 
dark pink in shade and will jelly. 

. . Candied Apples. 

Corn sirup and,.water may be ysed, 
or a suger sirup made of one-fourth 
cup of sugar. Stir this ever the fire 
until the sugar is completely 
solved, and the sirup boils. Put into 
it then two large apples washed, peel: 
ed, quartered, cored and the quarters 
halved or cut in three slices. Gently 
simmer over fire until the apple is 
transparent, if it take an hour, Drain 
off the sirup which may be used again 
and dry the apple in a slow oven or 
in the sun under glass. This quantity 
is enough for two medium loaves of 
baked brown bread. Candied apples 
make a brown bread delicious, are good 
to use in fruit cake with other fruits 
and in puddings. It may be put away 
in the sirup and dried just before it 
ig to be used, but it keeps better than 
some candied fruits if it is dried and 
put away either with a little sugar or 
without it.

The in- 
troduction of military training in all 
of the Chicago high schools, with ar- 
rangements for a military encamp- 
ment during the summer vacation, had 
a great deajl to do with boys not go- 
ing to the farm this summer. The 
federal] gevernment supplied them 


with uniforms, guns, and 


other equip- 


mént and most of them chose military 


training rather than farm 


work. 


In the Cook county high schools, in- 


‘cluding Chicago, only 239 were as- 
farm jobs from Jan. 1 to 


June 30, 1919. But the reserve was a 
succe’s at the time it was needed, and 
the fact that it served to point out a 
highty tmportant source of labor sup- 
ply at a critical time is universally 
admitted. The boys thought little of 
the money théy got. They worked for 


their country. 


“In placing the boys there was kept 
in mind the moral responsibility of the 


‘reserve both to the boy and the farm- 


er,” said Mr. Butler. “ As a result, less 
than 1 per cent of the boys havé 


proved unworthy of the opportunity 


given them. About the same propor 
tion of farmers proved unworthy of 
having a good boy sent’ them. In every 
case where a reserve boy ‘ went wrong’ 


an adjustment satisfactory to the em- 


ploying farmer and the parents of the

The issue be- 
tween Mr. Wilson and the reser¥&tionists is not as 
he apparently gvould have the public believe, 
whether the treaty is to fail, but whether it is to 
be accepted as it stands or with the reservations 
and amendments proposed. 

The essential reservations, in THE TRIBUNr’s 
opinion, are those determined upon after protracted 
deliberation by the majority of the senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations. They are summarized as 
follows: 

1, Unconditional right to withdraw from the 
league. 

2. Assumption of no obligation to guarantee ter- 
ritorial integrity of nations under Article X, or to 
employ ttoops for coercive purposes or to govern 
alien territory under a mandate without the direc- 
tion of congress. 

3. Full freedom to determine what questions are 
domestic, none of which, such as immigration and 
tariff, shall be subject to consideration by the 
league. 

4. Exemption of the Monroe doctrine from any 
interference by the league and declaration /that 
the United States is the sole interpreter of the 
doctrine.

We! think the labor sec- 
tion should be given more consideration, but we do 
not think it desirable that American representatives 
should be excluded from the various commissions 
provided for in the treaty. 

The important thing at the moment, however, is

alone who, for more than a fortnight 
previously, had been disputing foot by 
foot every yard of the ground to the 
River Lys. They had fought day and 
night with the utmost tenacity, and 
the battle of Oct. 31 and Nov. 1 were 
but the climax to a long and bitter 
spell of heroic effort. 

For the information of non-military 
readers it is necessary fo: me to ex- 
plain that a cavalry division ighting 
on foot is at a great disadvantage as 
compared with an infantry division. 
When horses cannot be used in the 
fighting, they have still to be looked 
after, and this takes many men away 
from the fighting lines. A cavalry divi- 


‘sion consists ordinarily of three bri- 


gades, but whén employed in the 
trenches they get little more than half 
that number into the firing line. They 
have nothing like the same “gun 
power” as an infantry division. But 
the mobility of the cavalry arm will 
always be found to compensate in large 
degree for these manifest disadvan- 
tages. Taking into account the losses 
they had suffered, they can hardly 
have opposed 2,000 rifles to the on- 
slaught of what has been computed at 
tmhore than two German army corps. 


* 
Praises Territorial 
F late years our custom has been 
to train our cavalry to fight on 
foot, and in the present war we 
have reaped the fruit of this wise 
policy. But the instinct which must be 
inculcated in the horse soldier to re- 
gard his horse as his chief reliance 
must always disqualify him to some ex- 
tent for the role which our cavalry 
were called upon to fulfil throughout 
the momentous issues in the history 
of the war of which this chapter treats. 
I may mention in passing that it was 
this same cavalry spirit, or instinct, 
with which the British cavalry is so 
strongly imbued, which enabled them 
to show to such splendid advantage in 
the mounted combats of the earlier 
phases of the war. 


I must add a few words as to the 
fine part played in the fighting of Nov. 
1 by the Oxfordshire Hussars and the 
London Scottish. They were the first 
territorial troops who fought in the 
war, 

After disembarking at Dunkirk the 
Oxfordshire Hussars took part in the 
important operations connected with 
the Belgian retreat from Antwerp, and 
rendered most valuable aid in the de- 
fense of the Wytschaete-Messines ridge 
when that piece of ground was held 
with such marvelous tenacity by the 
cavairy division against overwhelming 
odds. | 

As for the London Scottish, their 
services on these two days are well 
summarized in a memorandum sent in 
to me by Allenby. 

“The London Scottish,” he wrote, 
“came under my orders on the evening 
of Oct. 30, 1914, and were detailed to 
the support of the Second cavalry di- 
vision on the following morning. They 
went into action at 10 a. m., Oct. 31, 
with a strength of twenty-six officers 
and 786 men, and occupied trenches in 
conjunction with the Fourth cavalry 
brigade. They held these trenches 
throughout the day, being subjected 
from time to time to heavy artillery 
and machine gun fire. From 9 p. m. 
onward during the night of Oct. 31- 
Nov. 1, the Germans attacked the 
trenches of the London Scottish con- 
tinuously, and at 2 a. m. they suc- 
ceeded in turning the left in large 
numbers. The situation was restored 
at the point of the bayonet by the re- 
serve company. By daylight on Nov. 
1 the Germans had, however, turned 
both flanks, and it became necessary 
to retire. The retirement was directed 
on Wulverghem, and was carried out 
steadily under heavy rifie and machine 
gun fire. At 8 a. m. the same morning 
the London Scottish went forward 
again to take their places in the 
trenches alongside the First cavalry 
division, and there they remained un- 
til relieved at dusk tnat evening. 

“Throughout these operations, which 
lasted for two days—viz., Oct. 31 and

I sent the following message to the 
officer commanding the London Scot- 
tish: 

“I wish you and your splendid regi- 
ment to accept my warmest congratu- 
lations and thanks for the fine work 
you did on Saturday. You have given 
a glorious lead and example to all ter- 
ritorial corps fighting in France.” 


I saw the battalion personally a few 
days later and said a few words to the 
men on parade. How they had suffered 
was only too pathetically apparent. 

there was work to be done and 
an enemy to be held at bay, no other 
thought filled any of their minds than 
to die fighting—if necessary,-to the 
last man. But when these territorials 
returned for a term of well earned rest 
to their cantonment, with the excite- 
ment and danger behind them, a severe 
reaction came upon them. The heavy 
losses among their friends and com- 
rades bowed them down with grief, 
for they necessarily lacked as yet the 
professiona] training and stoicism of 
men whose real business is war. 


This exhibition of natural feeling 
only excited in me a deeper admiration 
for the splendid courage and endur- 
ance they had displayed when unsus- 
tained and unassisted by the influence 
of that iron discipline which only a 
long course of military training can in- 
culcate. They were urged only by the 
spirit of noblesse oblige, and the higher 
ideals which inspire all who have tak- 
en up arms against the Germans in 
this war. |

Not a Man to Spare. 


N Nov. 2 the 16th French corps 
and ,Conneau’s French cavalry 
division were holding the Wyt- 
schaete—Messines ridge, with a 

detachment of our first cavalry division 
supporting Conneau. ) 

The troops who had fought so well 
on the Ist were absolutely tired out. 
They had suffered tremendous casua)- 
ties and could not be counted on for 
the moment even as a reserve. They 
were withdrawn to rest and refit. 

It was with great difficulty that the 
French troops were able to maintain 
themselves on the ridge. The Germans 
were very active, and the fight con- 
stantly swayed backward and forward. 
The western edge of the plateau and 
the outskirte of the villages marked 
the extreme limit of the allied advance 
line. 

For some days I had felt considerable 
anxiety as to the condition of the ist 
corps (ist and 2d divisions and the 7th 
division). 

I had constant messages from Haig 
asking that his tired troops might be 
given some rest after all their hard 
work, but I waé driven almost to my 
wits’ end to find means of giving him 
the relief he sought. His chief of staff, 
John Gough, came to my advanced 
headquarters, at Bailleul, and dis- 
cussed the subject fully with me. 

I thought perhaps Foch might be 
able to help me, but when I went to in- 
terview him he said that while the 
present crisis lasted he could not spare 
a single man for this purpose. All I 
could do was to send two very tired 
brigades of the 2d corps up to Ypres on 
the morning of the 5th to relieve the 
7th division, who then came back into 
billets round Locre in a shattered con- 
dition. 

The next day the remainder of the 24 
corps, which was resting, followed to 
Ypres to afford what further relief was 
possible to the lst corps. The 2d corps 
was now scattered in detachments 
along the whole line, and the only re- 
serves available were two or three late- 
ly arrived territorial battalions and the 
wornout 7th division, reduced to less 
than a brigade in strength. 

Willcocks about this time felt anx- 
fety as to the line his Indian troops 
were holding, and sent his chief of 
staff to me at Bailleul to ask if he could 
be reinforced. Under the conditions 
then existing I was most anxious that 
the Indian corps should hold its own 
without assistance and after calling

into consultation other officers of great 
Indian experience, I refused to do so, 
pointing out that he had four battal- 
ions of the 24 corps in close reserve be- 
hind him, 


My faith in the Indian troops was 
justified, and a day or two later he re- 
ported that the Indians were doing well 
and that he was full of confidence in 
them. 

During the early days of November 
strong French reinforcements began 
to reach Ypres. The 20th French corps 
detrained in that area on the 4th and 
5th. 

It was abeut this time that both our 
intelligence departments and that gt 
the French became very optimistic on 
the subject of a great withdrawal of 
the Germans from the western front. 
The Russians were going on from one 
success to another, and large entrain- 
ments of German troops were reported 
at Roulers, Thourout, Tourcding, and 
other places. 


Whatever may have been really go- 
ing on, our hopes were, as usual, 
doomed to disappointment, for the 
pressure on our front became greater 
and greater. But our eyes were always 
turned toward the east, and, as I have 
explained in a former chapter, the Rus- 
sian “ Will-o’-the-Wisp” continued to 
uphold us and keep our eyes centered 


upon it. 


Leaders of Men. 


EVERAL territorial units now be- 
gan to be landed in France, 
among others the Artists’ Rifles, 
the Honorable Artillery company, 

the Queen's Westminsters, and Hert- 
fordshire territorials, and theWarwick- 
shire battery and horse artillery. I: 
spent a morning riding about among | 
them, and was deeply impressed by | 
the wonderful spirit which pervaded 
them. The only thought they had was 
to prepare themselves in the shortest 
possible time to take their part in the 
fighting at the front. 


The Hertfordshire battalion was com- 
manded by an old friend of mine whom 
I can. never think of as other than 
“Tom Brand,” under which  patro- 
nymic I had served with him for a long! 
time, both in peace and war, and 
learned his great soldier-like qualities. 
By this time, however, he has suc- 
ceeded his father, the famous speaker 
of the house of commons, and had be- 
come Viscount Hampden. I watched 
him at the time of which I am writing 
exercising to the full the power, which 
he possessed in an extraordinary de- 
gree, of instilling the real fighting 
spirit into the men he commanded and 
afterward led with such great skill and 
gallantry. 

It was a power which he possessed 
in common with his intimaté friend, 
Lord Cavan, who fought for a long 
time side by side with him in France. 
These two men bore a strong resem- 
blance to one another in the marvel- 
ous influence they seemed to exercise 
over those under them. Both men 
struck me much. Lord Cavan, like 
Hampden, was “a dugout” and com- 
manded first a brigade and then a 
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division of the guards, until he was 
selected for the command of an army 
corps, with the utmost gallantry and 
success, | 
Closely associated with my early rec- 
ollection of the territoriais in France 
is the Artists’ Rifles. They were before 
the war classified with some few others 
as an officers’ training corps. Our 
losses in officers in the campaign up to 
then had beer prodigious, and I was 
trying to devise some means to fill up 
their ranks. What I saw of the 
Artists’ Rifles and the men of which 
the corps was composed induced me 
to think of turning them to this pur: 
pose. 
They were commanded by a most 
valuable and efficient officer, Col. May. 
Him I consulted about it, and with his 
help an officers’ training school was 
established, which was the first of 
many which have since sprung into 
existence. The Artists’ Rifles were in- 
strumental in quickly meeting some of 
out ptessing needs in this importam 
respect, and may be said to have laid 
the foundation of that officers’ school 
of war whose ramifications were soon 
to extend not only behind all the fight- 
ing lines but throughout the United 
Kingdom. It is interagtng to recall 
the fact that the conversion of certain 
picked territorial battalions into of- 
ficers’ training corps before the war 
was another of Lord Haldane’s pril- 
Hant conceptions, 


Some fine work was done on the eve- 
nings of the 6th by Kavanagh's 7th 
cavalry e, Cavan’s 4th guards’ 
brigade, and Lawford’s 22d brigade 
af the 7th division.

RATTLING TIRE CHAINS, 


HE common method of locking 
spare tires is to use a chain and 

ock. The only trouble with

TOOL ARRANGEMENT. 


An admirable idea in the arrange- 
ment of tools in the home garage is 
to give each tool a number, which is 
it.

POWER LOSSES. | 

Leaks mean power wasted, lost. The 
leak may be of water, fuel, or oil, but 
no matter what it is it wastes power.

Asbestos coat- 
ed with graphite makes the best gasket 
for inlet manifolds, carbureter flanges, 
and similar locations. Joints that carry 
hot gases should be fitted with gaskets 
of copper covered asbestos. In certain 
cars special types of gaskets are rec- 
ommended for various locations. These 
types should be purchased from the 
service stations and used as directed. 
The important thing is to insure 
against leaks, for every leak means a 
power loss.

‘Delving back into his- 
tory, a student of self-propelled vehicles 
reports that tanks were used in the 
Wars of the fifteenth century by the 
Italians. | 

The first armored tank was built and 
operated by Leonardo da Vinci. His 
model was crude, but it had an engine, 
an accelerator, transmission, and drive 
shaft, all parts of the modern motor 
vehicle. The engine had human con- 
hecting rods, slaves being used to turn 
the crankshaft. The accelerator was a 
heavy whip. The drive shaft ran half 
the length of the tank arid was geared 
through a transmission to the rear 
axle.

Figures compiled by the New York 
sanitary bureau of the department of 
health and reported by Harry T. Gard- 
ner, secretary of the Automobile Deal- 
ers’ association, show a great decrease 
in the number of stables, and, antural- 
ly, in the numbers of horses occupying 
them.
